The oth- 
er sisver came down the back stairs 
tnd started to scream, “Shutup, or 
1 will shoot you,” shouted the rob- 
ber, “The girl got hysterical, and kept 
on sereaming. The thug shot and 
commanded her to ke still. She 
continued screaming. e emptied his 
revolver into her body. Six bullets 
entered her body, one piereing the 
heart, and arivther @ntered the head. 
The thief then turned on the elder 
sister with the empty revolver, say- 
ing that unless she kept quiet he 
would finish her, She tried to wrench 
the revolver away. He freed himself, 
jumped out of the grirvlor window and 
disappeared. This was the last seen 
of him. 

The bereaved family are of the old- 
est and best kmown in the city, ‘and 
are ‘vemarkable for, their elrariiable 
work. It i¢ believed that the man is 
one of a number who secured aid at 
their house. He dhad been doitering 
around the home all day, and as he 
had been around before Mr. Kinrade 
decided to go \down, town and report 
Nimsfo the police. He had hardly left 
the Station when the phone rang and 
the message came that the daughter 
was murdered. The shooting cecurred 
at 490 Sp.m. 

At the morgue it was found that 
five of the six bullets lodged near 
Miss Kinrade’s heart showing that 
the assailant was a good shot and 
shot to kill, The murderer was de- 
scribed by the elder sister as a thick- 
set man, & feet 7 inches. aged about 
35, dark complexion and with a heavy 
dark moustache, He had a black 
slouch hat over his eyes, The police 
regard the deed as one of a crazy man.
